Mrs. Kubak. The woman. frequently re- 
ferred to Dr, Osler's theory that persons 
more than 60 years old should be chloro- 
formed. 

Yesterday morning, while other members 
of the family were at church, she went to 
a neighbor to borrow a clothesline. The 
rope was given to the woman. In answer 
to inquiries as to what she intended to do 
with it, she said she was washing clothes.

PRISONER SHOOTS TWO MEN _ 
IN AN ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE. 


Mulatto Murderer, Awaiting Execution, 
Wounds His Keepers and Puts New 
Jersey Jail in a State of Panic. 


Paterson, N. J., April 9.—[Special.]—Ar- 
thur Laster, a young mulatto murderer sen- 
tenced to be hanged next Friday for the mur- 
der of Max Wollenberg, a merchant, shot 
two keepers in an effort to escape tonight, 
and before being subdued kept the jailina 
state of panic for three-quarters of an hour. 

James Sutton, one of the keepers, was 
shot over the left eye and twice in the breast. 
He was removed tou hospital, where it was 
said his wounds were not fatali James 
Crooks, the other keeper, was shot in the 
fleshy part of the arm. Laster finally was 
overpowered, but.not until he and policemen 
had exchanged several shots. 

The attempt to escape took place shortly 
after 9 o'clock, about an hour after the death 
watch had begun for the night. Sutton was 
reading a paper and talking through the 
bars to a prisoner when Laster asked to be 
taken to the corridor. Crooks had not gone 
five feet before he heard Sutton yell. He 
turned and saw Laster striking his fellow- 
keeper over the head with a bar wrapped 
in cloth. Sutton drew a revolver, which 
Laster seized and wounded both before he 
was subdued. |

As Remedy of “Race Suicide” Dr. Alice 
B. Stockham Suggests a eral De- 
_ partment of Human Cul 


As a remedy for “ race suicide the estab- 
lishing of a federal“ department of human 
culture,“ to be headed by a cabinet member, 
was advocated yesterday afternoon by Dr. 
Alice B. Stockham, speaking on The Cure 
of Race Suicide,” before the members of the 
Chicago Society of Anthropology in Corin- 
thian hall, Masonic temple. 

Under the supervision of such a depart- 
ment, the lecturer said, should come the 
subjects of home making, home building, do- 
mestic science, marriage and divorce, tok- 
ology or child study, and a string of other 
„ ologies with Greek prefixes. The new de- 
partment should supervise the building of 
comfortable and sanitary dwellings, regu- 
late marriages by a system of preparations 
and qualifying examinations, and establish 
playgrounds and kindergartens, all under the 
direction of experts, 

A literature bureau in connection with the 
department should disseminate knowledge of 
all the sciences treating of human life, in- 
‘eluding the scientific propagation of the 
species and gastronomy. Every state uni- 
versity, she said, shall be required by the de- 
partment to add to its curriculum the study

Not for many years have 
“the March figures made so hopeful a show- 
ing, and the argument that the country at 
last is beginning to recover from the drain 
of the African war was fully borne out by the 
facts. 

Undoubtedly one of the chief causes for | 
weakness this week Was the result of the 
Brighton election, which has given such 
a blow to the government that everybody } 
jumped at the conclusion that the dissolution 
of parliament cannot be long postponed. 

Judging from the recent elections, it is 
probable the general election will give the 
liberals a majority, and the prospect not only 
of disturbance to business, which a general 
election sometimes causes, but likewise 
of the change in government, tends to check 
business in every direction.
